New Regime Promised in 


an Important Measure 


in Douma 


St. Petersburg, 
March 20. — The 


lower house of parliament acquitted 
itself with credit in its first encounter 
with the administration. 
An over- 


whelming majority, including the Con- 
stitutional Democrats, the Octoherists, 
the Group of Toil and the Social Rev- 
olutionists, refused to be draw.n into 
a fruitless discussion over the minis- 
terial 
declaration read by Premier 


Stolypin, and adhered to the decisions 
reached in caucuses to proceed with 
as little delay as possible to the pro- 
gram of constructive legislation. 


The feature of the day was Premier 


Stolypin's speech, with its plain warn- 
ing that no playing with fire would be 
permitted, and that the duma must 
confine itself strictly to its legitimate 
functions it it does not wish to be 
dissolved. 


M. Stolypin's statement opened with 


a recital of the difficulties which faced 
the government. 
He elaborated on 


the laws suitable for a. country passing 
through a period of reconstruction, 
and announced that all the hills to be 
submitted to the house had been 
drawn up with the same general idea 
of upholding the new legal conditions 
arising from the recent reforms. "Our 
country," said the premier, "must be 
transformed" into a 
constitutional 


state. Real measures must he adopt- 
ed to define and determine the rights 
of the state and of private individuals, 
and to abolish the contradictions be- 
tween the old and new laws and the 
arbitrary interpretations placed upon 
them by private persons as well as 
officials. 
The government, therefore, 


has decided that it is necessary to 
submit a series of bills establishing 
the new regime in Russia." 


The projects of law enumerated by 


M. Slolypin are summarized as fol- 
lows: Freedom of speech and of the 
press; liberty of faith; habeas corpus 
on the same basis as other slates; 
substitution of a single form of mar- 
tial law for the various decrees of ex- 
ceptional security; local self-govern- 
ment; reform of the zemstvos; respon- 
sibility of officials; agrarian reforms; 
the abolition of the free entry of goods 
into Vladivostok; completion of the 
Trans-Siberian railroad in Russian 
territory; popular education.

OUTBREAKS 


Against Jews In Roumania Assume 


Serious Proportions. 


Vienna, Maich 20.—According to a 


telegram received here from Czerno- 
\vit7.. an Austrian town close to the 
boundary of Moldavia, Roumania, ad- 
vices have been received there from 
the Austrian frontier police stationed 
at Uzkani and Suczawa that the anti- 
.Tewish outbreak in Roumania is as- 
suming serious proportions. Peasants 
have attacked and plundered the Jews 
at Burduzheni, who ate fleeing over 
the frontier to Itzkani. About 2,000 
fugitives, mostly women and children, 
already have ciossed the frontier. 
Other reports declare that further seii- 
ous disturbances have occurred at 
Botosahni, where the peasants have 
set fire to the houses of Jews, and as 
a result the entire town is in flames.
